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SCHOOL  ORGANIZES  FIRE  BRIGADE 

ACTING  ON  REQUEST  OF  TOWN 


GLEE  CLUB  ANNOUNCES  SCHEDULE, 
MORTIMER  ELECTED  PRESIDENT 


The  Governor  Dummer  fire  brigade  officially 
swung  into  action  on  Saturday  morning,  Janu- 
ary 31,  when  it  began  a  course  of  instruction 
at  the  Byfield  Fire  Station  under  the  direction 
of  Lieutenant  Louis  Larkin  of  the  Somerville 
Fire  Department.  The  courses  are  to  be 
given  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Education. 

Twenty  boys  and  four  masters  constitute 
the  brigade,  which  was  organized  shortly 
after  the  Christmas  Vacation.  The  group  is 
divided  into  two  companies,  Company  No.  1 
consisting  of  Chief  Arthur  Sager,  Assistant 
Chief  Jules  Luchini,  and  the  following  boys: 
Harry  Barr,  Robert  Covert,  Norton  Cushman, 
Peter  Klaussen,  William  Macmillan,  Randolph 
Morris,  John  Mortimer,  Robert  Pickett,  Gor- 
don Pirie,  and  Edward  Stitt.  Company  No.  2 
is  headed  by  Chief  Daniel  Jennings  and  As- 
sistant Chief  Harold  Curtiss,  who  will  be 
assisted  by  Richard  Coffin,  David  Jarvis, 
John  Kimball,  William  Kirkpatrick,  Walter 
McGill,  Palmer  Merrill,  Alexander  Murchie, 
David  Ritchie,  Howard  Stirn,  and  Richard 
Williamson.  William  McKenna,  Richard 
Parker,  and  Murray  Monroe  will  act  as 
alternates. 

The  brigade  was  formed  as  a  result  of  a 
request  for  aid  from  the  Byfield  Fire  De- 
partment, which  has  had  difficulty  in  securing 
voluntary  firemen  during  the  day  time.  Most 
of  the  ablebodied  men  in  Byfield  are  now 
either  in  the  service  or  engaged  during  the 
day  in  defense  occupations  and  are  therefore 
not  available  for  call.  Recently  at  a  daytime 
fire  in  Byfield  only  two  men  responded  to  the 
fire  call.  To  help  remedy  this  situation,  the 
Governor  Dummer  Brigade  will  hold  itself 
ready  to  respond  to  a  call  between  the  hours 
of  7  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  7  o'clock  at 
night.  The  two  companies  will  work  in  shifts 
and  will  use  the  school  truck  for  transporta- 
tion. Each  company  will  be  equipped  with 
Indian  pumps  and  will  also  be  trained  to  use 
any  of  the  equipment  of  the  Byfield  Depart- 
ment. The  brigade  will  also  be  instructed  to 
handle  fires  at  the  Academy  which  may  re- 
sult from  air  raids.

Dr.  Bixler  chose  as  his  subject  the  life  of 
Albert  Switzer.  Switzer  was  a  great  organist, 
an  authority  on  the  life  of  Jesus,  and  the 
founder  of  a  hospital  in  equatorial  Africa. 
Aside  from  the  unusual  range  of  his  activities, 
he  had  the  remarkable  characteristic  of  being 
able  to  translate  ideas  into  action,  for  his 
philosophy  was  a  great  reverence  for  life  and 
its  dynamic  forces. 

From  his  life  we  can  see  what  it  means  to 
have  a  complete  devotion  to  the  truth  and 
what  may  be  accomplished  if  one  subordinates 
his  desires  to  the  pursuit  of  great  ideals.

When  a  country  has  fallen  into  the  evil  of 
war,  said  Dr.  Pennington,  it  must  accept  the 
sacrifices  and  the  suffering  and  try  to  redeem 
its  sin  by  having  the  will  to  transcend  foolish 
hatreds  and  false  desires  after  the  war  is  over. 
Thus  it  is  the  duty  of  the  nations  now  at  war 
to  set  up  a  just  world  order  for  all  after  the 
war. 

There  must  be  a  voluntary  covenant  be- 
tween men  to  bring  and  maintain  freedom 
throughout  the  world,  recognizing  always  the 
supreme  sovereignty  of  God,  which  in  itself 
is  a  covenant  of  freedom  between  man  and  his 

Supreme  Ruler.

The  great  weakness  of  being  unable  to 
carry  things  through  to  a  finish  was  the  sub- 
ject of  Dr.  Dabney's  Vesper  talk.  Because 
we  are  constantly  being  tested,  we  must  dis- 
cipline ourselves  to  face  sternly  every  daily 
assignment,  no  matter  how  minute  it  may  be. 
And  we  must  learn  that  it  is  not  enough 
merely  to  attain  a  given  goal,  but  we  should 
force  ourselves  to  go  on  beyond  to  higher  and 
greater  achievements. 


Dr.  Barber  spoke  of  the  tragedy  which 
exists  when  there  is  the  lack  of  a  propelling 
force  or  of  direction  in  life.  When  this  lack  is 
present,  defeat,  disaster,  and  discouragement 
attend  upon  a  person's  journey  through  life. 

The  world  makes  room  for  a  man  of  pur- 
pose, and  innumerable  opportunities  for  happi- 
ness and  advancement  will  arise  for  those  who 
are  forceful  enough  to  seize  the  initiative. 
The  three  great  attributes  to  a  successful  life, 
said  Dr.  Barber,  are  direction,  propelling  force, 
and  purpose  in  everything  that  one  does.

Dr.  Lynch  pointed  out  the  foolishness  of 
adopting  an  attitude  of  futility  towards  life. 
We  cannot  make  a  profit  and  loss  statement 
of  our  own  life,  he  said,  for  no  one  knows 
how  much  good  he  is  doing  nor  how  valuable 
he  is  to  others. 

We  are  constantly  being  watched  and  we 
are  constantly  exerting  an  unconscious  influ- 
ence upon  those  around  us.  Each  one  of  us 
has  a  divine  spark,  and  if  we  live  up  to  our 
ideals  and  our  good  intentions,  our  life  and 
work  will  eventually  be  important.

HEADMASTER  BUYS  HAND  PUMPER 
FOR  USE  BY  THE  FIRE  BRIGADE 


Mr.  Eames  has  taken  a  great  interest  in  the 
fire  brigade  and  has  purchased  an  old  hand 
pumper,  The  Red  Wing,  which  he  will  loan  to 
the  school  fire  brigade.  The  Red  Wing  is  a 
pumper  which  was  built  for  the  Town  of 
Milton  by  Hunneman  of  Boston  in  1850.  It 
came  to  Salisbury,  a  small  town  just  north  of 
Newburyport,  when  it  was  purchased  from  the 
town  of  Hingham  by  the  Salisbury  Volunteers. 
It  is  said  to  have  been  on  Kent's  Island  for 
many  years  and  for  a  long  time  it  was  the 
envy  of  neighboring  firemen  as  it  represented 
the  town  at  musters.  Its  most  recent  public 
appearances  were  at  a  muster  in  Worcester  in 
1924,  when  it  took  first  prize  in  Class  B,  and 
at  Newburyport  in  1926.  The  pumper,  which 
weighs  about  a  ton,  is  rigged  to  be  drawn  by 
hand  rather  than  by  horses,  and  on  the  pump 
bars  there  is  room  for  about  18  men  to  work. 
As  might  be  expected,  it  is  colored  bright  red.

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MR.  STONE  TAKES  CHARGE  OF  AIR 
RAID  PRECAUTIONS  AT  ACADEMY 


MR.  NEILY  CALLED  INTO  THE  NAVY; 
MR.  LUCHINI  JOINS  THE  FACULTY 


Under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Stone  the  entire 
personnel  of  the  school  has  been  organized 
for  protection  against  air  raids.  If  and  when 
an  air  raid  signal,  -whether  for  actual  danger 
or  for  a  drill,  is  given  to  the  school  via  tele- 
phone from  the  Byfield  report  center,  every 
boy  and  master  knows  where  to  go  and  what 
to  do  in  order  to  secure  maximum  protection. 
Provisions  have  been  made  for  blackouts,  fa- 
cilities have  been  set  up  for  giving  first  aid 
treatment,  and  buckets  of  sand  for  use  against 
incendiary  bombs  have  been  placed  on  each 
floor  in  every  building.  In  case  of  extreme 
danger  each  boy  has  been  allotted  a  safe 
place  away  from  the  buildings,  and  fire-fight- 
ing brigades  are  being  trained  under  state 
supervision  to  handle  any  type  of  fire. 

Assisting  Mr.  Stone,  who  is  the  warden  for 
the  immediate  school  area,  are  Mr.  Hill,  who 
is  second  in  charge,  and  Mr.  Dunning.  Thirty 
boys  are  also  being  trained  as  deputy  wardens 
for  the  dormitories  and  as  members  of  an  air 
raid  patrol. 

Deputy  wardens  in  the  dormitories  are  as 
follows:  David  Goodwin,  Harry  Skinner,  and 
Robert  Wood  in  Pierce;  William  Hill.  John 
Wellman,  and  George  Kingsley  in  Perkins; 
Andrew  Brillhart  and  Philip  Sawyer  in 
Moody;  John  Kangis  and  John  Randall  in 
the  New  Building;  Malcolm  Burr  and  Robert 
Harris  in  Duncan;  Arthur  Fiorini  and  John 
Whitney  in  Ambrose;  Robert  Morrell  and 
Botsford  Young  in  the  Cottage;  and  Win- 
throp  Ashworth.  Edward  Whitley,  and  Brent 
Kuhnle  in  charge  of  the  day  boys.  These 
boys,  in  the  event  of  an  air  raid  signal,  are 
responsible  for  seeing  that  each  boy  on  his 
floor  reaches  his  designated  place  as  quickly 
as  possible;  that  blue  blackout  lights  are  put 
in  place;  and  that  every  light  in  the  building 
is  turned  out. 

The  members  of  the  air  raid  patrol  have 
been  instructed  to  act  as  messengers  between 
points  not  conncted  by  telephone,  and  they 
will  cover  buildings  such  as  the  Gymnasium, 
the  Library,  etc.  during  an  air  raid  signal. 
Boys  in  this  patrol  are  Howard  Blank, 
Churchill  Cressey.  Roger  Hargreaves.  Henry 
Kelly,  Robert  Kelly,  Jordan  Lambert,  Richard 
Lawson,  Harold  Leinbach,  Francis  Martin, 
WTilliam  Monroe,  and  George  Twombly. 

The  first  test  of  Mr.  Stone's  organization 
was  made  when  a  drill  was  held  on  Tuesday 
evening,  January  6. 


Shortly  after  Christmas  Mr.  Clark  Neily 
was  called  into  the  service  to  receive  training 
as  an  ensign  in  the  navy.  He  is  at  present 
believed  to  be  stationed  somewhere  in  the 
vicinity  of  Boston. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  winter  team  Mr. 
Jules  Luchini  of  Holyoke  came  to  the 
Academy  to  replace  Mr.  Neily.  Mr.  Luchini 
graduated  from  Deerfield  Academy  in  1934, 
where  he  was  captain  of  baseball.  He  then 
went  to  Colgate,  from  which  he  received  his 
degree  in  1939.  At  Colgate  Mr.  Luchini  was 
freshman  football  captain,  and  he  was  a 
varsity  letter  man  for  three  years  in  both 
football  and  baseball.  He  was  a  member  of 
Phi  Gamma  Delta  fraternity.  Last  fall  he 
taught  for  one  term  at  Vermont  Academy  in 
Saxtons  River,  Vermont. 

Mr.  Luchini  lives  on  the  third  floor  of 
Commons,  does  tutoring  in  mathematics,  and 
assists  in  coaching  basketball.  In  the  spring 
he  will  assist  with  the  baseball. 


FACULTY  WIVES  PARTICIPATE  IN 
COMMUNITY  RELIEF,  DEFENSE  WORK 


Few  realize  the  active  part  in  defense  work 
being  played  bv  the  wives  of  the  faculty. 
Mrs.  Eames  is  Post  Warden  of  District  7  in 
Byfield.  This  district  covers  the  territory 
between  the  Parker  River  and  the  Mill  River, 
including  all  the  school  property,  and  ex- 
tends west  almost  as  far  as  the  South  Byfield 
postoffice.  As  Post  Warden  Mrs.  Eames  is 
in  charge  of  the  defense  organization  of  the 
district  and  she  has  working  under  her  a 
number  of  deputy  wardens,  including  Airs. 
Dunning,  Mr.  Stone,  Mr.  Snyder.  Mr.  Page, 
Mr.  Sargent.  Mr.  Martin  Burns,  Jr.,  and  Mr. 
Charles  Ray. 

Mrs.  Eames  and  Mrs.  Dunning  are  now 
taking  the  20  hour  Red  Cross  first  aid  course 
which  is  required  of  all  wardens,  and  Mrs. 
Andrews,  Mrs.  Jennings,  and  Mrs.  Sager  on 
their  own  initiative  are  also  enrolled  in  the 
course. 

All  the  faculty  wives  without  exception  are 
doing  knitting  for  British  relief  agencies  and 
also  for  the  Red  Cross,  and  a  move  is  on  foot 
to  establish  as  soon  as  permission  is  received 
from  the  Red  Cross  a  station  at  the  school 
for  the  rolling  of  bandages.  At  present  the 
only  station  in  this  vicinity  is  at  the  Anna 
Jaques  Hospital  in  Newburyport. 
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HERE  LIES  MASTER  MOODY

MASTER  MOODY'S  GRAVE  IN  YORK,  MAINE 


Samuel  Moody  was  born  and  lived  in  York, 
Maine,  and  was  at  the  time  of  his  appoint- 
ment as  master  of  Dummer  School,  as  it  was 
then  called,  the  master  of  the  Grammar  School 
in  York.  The  Moodys  originally  settled  near 
the  mouth  of  the  Parker  River  in  Newbury, 
but  for  three  generations  they  had  lived  in 
York,  and  Master  Moody's  grandfather  was  a 
famous  minister  who  served  and  ruled  the 
First  Parish  in  York. 

In  connection  with  Master  Moody  a  perusal 
of  the  first  few  years  of  the  Academy  records, 
which  do  not  start  with  the  election  of  Master 
Moody  in  1763  but  with  the  incorporation  of 
the  school  in  1783,  reveal  some  amusing  and 
entertaining  details.  Incidentally  the  first  17 
pages  of  the  record  are  in  the  clear  and  beauti- 
ful handwriting  of  John  Quincy  Adams,  later 
Ambassador  to  Russia  and  President  of  the 
United  States,  but  then  clerk  in  a  law  office  in 
Xewburyport.  From  these  records  we  learn 
that  Harvard  College  owed  the  Academy 
£288-19  for  which  Governor  John  Hancock, 


then  treasurer  of  the  College,  gave  his  note 
secured  by  collateral!  We  had  to  cash  in  the 
collateral  to  get  our  money! 

When  Rev.  Isaac  Smith  was  chosen  precep- 
tor in  succession  to  Master  Moody,  the  tuition 
was  one  shilling  a  week  but  twenty-four  shil- 
lings had  to  be  paid  in  advance.  The  boys 
paid  separately  for  board  and  lodging.  The 
school  seems  to  have  run  continuously  through 
the  whole  year.  There  were  four  vacations  of 
two  weeks  each  beginning  on  the  second  Wed- 
nesday of  January,  April,  July,  and  October. 
Apparently  boys  could  take  up  their  work 
any  quarter,  and  it  is  not  stated  exactly  when 
the  graduation  exercises,  if  any,  were  held. 

In  1797  the  General  Court  granted  the 
school  half  a  township  up  in  Maine  some- 
where, and  presumably  the  trustees  sold  it, 
but  if  we  still  own  it,  we  had  better  hunt 
it  up. 

The  writer  having  seen  in  the  History  of 
Byfield  a  picture  taken  some  thirty-five  or

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BE  PREPARED 

Now  that  war  has  come  to  the  United 
States,  it  is  well  to  think  just  what  it  means 
to  us.  In  certain  physical  respects  we  are 
very  conscious  of  it,  for  we  have,  as  is  des- 
cribed elsewhere  in  this  issue,  our  air  raid 
protection  system,  and  we  are  giving  aid  to 
the  community  with  our  fire-fighting  brigade. 
But  that  is  certainly  not  enough. 

Mr.  Eames  has  pointed  out  that  we  can 
do  our  part  by  harder  work,  stricter  self-disci- 
pline, and  better  physical  welfare.  For  many, 
particularly  the  older  boys,  military  service  is 
a  distinct  possibility,  and  boys  in  preparatory 
schools  in  general  owe  it  to  the  country  to  fit 
themselves  for  this  future  prospect.  The 
various  military  services  need  mentally  alert 
and  educated  men,  and  private  schools  and 
colleges  are  in  the  best  position  to  provide 
these  men.  Closer  attention  to  scholastic  de- 
tails, preparation  to  the  best  of  our  ability 
on  daily  assignments,  and  hard,  concentrated 
study  are  a  means  by  which  we  can  demon- 
strate our  willingness  to  accept  the  responsi- 
bilities of  citizens  in  a  country  at  war. 

Discipline  is  also  a  necessary  part  of  our 
training,  the  discipline  to  do  exactly  what 
we  are  told  at  the  moment  when  we  are  told 
and  the  discipline  to  cooperate  completely 
with  those  who  are  in  authority,  whether  it 
be  one  of  the  masters  or  one  of  the  assistant 
air  wardens.  The  old  ideas  of  "getting  away 
with  something"  or  "getting  our  of  something" 
must  be  discarded.  We  must  accept  any 
responsibilities   that   are   thrust  upon   us  no 


matter  what  the  inconvenience  or  what  the 
sacrifice.  In  a  state  of  national  emergency  it 
is  doubly  imperative  that  we  learn  how  to  take 
orders,  and  it  is  just  as  important  in  civilian 
life  as  it  is  in  military  service. 

The  health  and  physical  well-being  of  the 
citizens  of  a  nation  at  war  are  of  prime  im- 
portance. The  nation  must  have  strong,  hardy 
men  upon  whom  it  can  draw  and  it  must  have 
citizens  who  can  withstand  privations  and 
hardships.  For  this  reason  the  sports  pro- 
gram of  the  schools  takes  on  added  sig- 
nificance. Everyone  here  who  is  physically 
able  should  engage  in  some  form  of  athletic 
activity,  preferably  in  the  contact  type  of 
sport.  Personal  reactions  to  sports  should  be 
forgotten,  and  there  should  be  but  one  ob- 
jective, to  reach  A-l  physical  condition. 

We  in  the  private  schools  have  an  added 
responsibility  because  we  are  in  a  situation 
which  gives  us  the  opportunity  to  train  our- 
selves in  almost  every  respect.  If  we  miss 
this  opportunity  or  do  not  make  the  effort 
to  use  it  to  the  fullest  extent,  we  are  shirking 
our  duty  and  we  are  not  fulfilling  our  function 
as  members  of  a  wartime  communitv.

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SPEAKERS  KEEP  BOYS  INFORMED 

ON  PRESENT  WORLD  SITUATIONS 


SCHOOL  HOCKEY  CONFERENCE  AT 
SKATING  CLUB  IS  GREAT  SUCCESS 


In  an  effort  to  keep  the  boys  abreast  of 
the  times  and  of  the  rapidly  changing  inter- 
national situations  the  school  has  presented 
several  speakers  on  current  events  who  have 
talked  to  the  student  body  at  the  Friday 
evening  meetings.  The  talks  have  dealt  both 
with  interpretations  of  present  day  events 
and  with  the  background  incidents  which  have 
led  to  the  war. 

Mr.  Harrison  Lakin 
Mr.  Lakin,  a  former  member  of  the  Amer- 
ican Diplomatic  Service,  who  has  spoken  at 
the  Academy  several  times  in  past  years,  at- 
tended the  evening  meeting  on  January  9. 
He  pointed  out  that  the  United  States  is  now 
a  member  of  a  world-wide  alliance,  which  was 
brought  about  by  the  26  country  alliance 
signed  on  January  1.  The  United  States,  the 
British  Empire,  China,  Russia,  and  the  Neth- 
erlands will,  he  said,  do  the  chief  fighting, 
which  after  a  long  hard  road  will  finally  bring 
victory  in  1945. 

The  Reverend  George  Shepherd 
A  former  American  missionary  in  China, 
Dr.  Shepherd  is  unusually  qualified  to  explain 
the  situation  in  the  Far  East.  He  is  men- 
tioned in  John  Gunther's  "Inside  Asia"  as 
being  a  close  friend  of  Generalissimo  Chiang 
Kai-Shek  and  he  was  the  adviser  on  the  New 
Life  Movement  in  China  from  1934  until  he 
left  that  country  in  1939.  At  the  evening 
meeting  on  January  16  Dr.  Shepherd  chose 
as  his  subject,  "Why  We  Are  Fighting  Japan". 
The  real  reason  behind  our  conflict  with  Japan 
is  the  fact  that  we  allowed  that  nation  to 
expand  until  it  was  inevitable  that  the  Rising 
Sun  would  finally  butt  into  our  business.  Now, 
he  stated,  we  must  realize  that  the  Chinese 
are  the  people  who  can  best  help  us,  for  they 
have  the  moral  faith  to  refuse  to  bow  before 
Japan  and  they  are  the  only  ones  who  can 
outwit  the  Japanese  in  their  own  methods  of 
fighting. 

Mr.  Frederic  Stott 
Mr.  Stott,  a  member  of  the  faculty,  at  the 
meeting  on  January  23  traced  the  diplomatic 
background  behind  our  conflict  with  Japan. 
Two  major  factors  enter  into  the  situation, 
first,  that  this  government  has  treated  Japan 
as  an  inferior  nation  due  to  the  exclusion  of 
her  people  from  this  country,  and  second,  that 
Japan  believes  the  United  States  has  gone 
out  of  its  own  sphere  in  taking  islands  in  the 
Pacific  and  in  exerting  so  much  influence  in

The  Thayer  Academy  hockey  team,  runner- 
up  in  the  Private  School  Hockey  Conference 
during  the  Christmas  Vacation,  turned  in  a 
fine  performance  here  on  January  30  to  de- 
feat the  Governors  4  to  0.

forty  years  ago  of  Master  Moody's  gravestone 
cracked  in  two,  leaning  sidewise  and  generally 
decrepit,  decided  that  if  that  were  the  con- 
dition then,  it  might  be  far  worse  now,  and  for 
the  honor  of  the  school,  something  should  be 
done  about  it. 

Accordingly  on  July  25th  he  and  his  wife 
made  a  pilgrimage  to  York  and  searched  for 
the  grave.  We  met  the  young  minister  of  the 
church,  who  took  an  interest  in  our  quest.  We 
also  met  an  older  man,  Mr.  Wallace,  who  had 
charge  of  the  old  graveyard  and  who  very 
kindly  showed  us  the  tombstone  of  Master 
Moody.  It  stands  about  half  way  down  from 
the  road  in  the  old  burying  ground  opposite 
the  First  Parish  Church.  This  graveyard  is 
now  in  very  good  condition.  The  stone  itself 
is  a  large  slate  slab  in  the  best  style  of  New 
England  headstones.  It  has  been  straightened 
up  within  the  last  twenty  years  and  the  two 
portions  have  been  cemented  together  so  it 
may  be  said  to  be  in  as  good  condition  as  is 
necessary,  but  twenty-five  years  hence  the 
Academy  authorities  should  look  to  its  con- 
dition again.  The  inscription  reads  as 
follows: — 

Integer  vitae  Scelerisque  perus 
Here  lies  the  reamains 

of 

Samuel  Moody  Esq — 

Preceptor  of  Dummer  Academy 

The  first  Institution  of  the  kind  in  Massachts 

He  left  no  child  to  mourn  his  sudden  death 

(for  he  died  a  Bachellor) 

yet  his  numerous  Pupils  in  the  U.  S.  will  ever 

retain  a  lively  sense  of  the  Sociability , Industry , 

Integrity  SiPiety  he  possessed  in  an  incommon 

{degree 

as  well  as  the  disinterested  Zeal  faithfulhuseful 

manner  he  discharged  the  duties  oj the  Academy 

for  30  years 

He  died  at  Exeter  Deer  1795 

Obviously  this  inscription  places  the  res- 
ponsibility squarely  on  the  alumni  of  the 
school  to  cherish  his  memory  and  presumably 
this  would  mean  cherishing  his  tombstone  also. 
York  is  only  two  or  three  miles  off  Route  1, 
and  it  would  be  a  useful  idea  for  groups  of 
boys  and  masters  travelling  to  Maine  to  allow 
time  to  run  into  York  occasionally  and  see 
the  grave  of  our  first  head-master,  who  turned 
out  the  most  distinguished  group  of  boys  so 
far  graduated  from  the  Academy,  a  group 
which  served  the  United  States  in  many  dif- 
ferent capacities. 


INSTRUCTION  IN  MACHINE  SHOP 

GIVEN  BY  MR.  CHARLES  W.  NARY 


At  the  beginning  of  the  winter  team  Mr. 
Charles  W.  Nary  of  Newburyport  was  placed 
in  charge  of  the  instruction  in  the  boys'  ma- 
chine shop. 

Mr.  Nary  received  his  training  as  a  ma- 
chinist at  Boston  University  and  at  the  Mass- 
achusetts Institute  of  Technology.  He  has 
also  taken  special  courses  at  the  Stevens  In- 
stitute in  New  York  City.  He  has  had  wide 
experience  as  a  foreman  of  machine  shops 
and  for  12  years  he  was  Production  Engineer 
and  Electrical  Engineer  of  the  Raytheon 
Production  Corporation  in  Newton.  He  came 
to  Newburyport  in  the  fall  to  help  with  the 
defense  work  training  available  for  the  people 
of  Newburyport  in  the  large  machine  shop 
at  the  High  School. 

At  present  here  at  school  Mr.  Nary  is 
concentrating  on  teaching  the  various  func- 
tions and  uses  of  the  machines.
